The General Assembly of Missouri Gives

HEADLEE, JONES AND LEONARD GET THE 
VOTES OF THE MINORITY. 


The Joint Session to Be Held To-Morrow to 
Formally Announce the Vote of Each 
House — Spread-Eagle Eloquence of 
Senators and Representatives — The 
Vote. 


JEFFERSON CiTy, Mo., Jan. 20.—Senator 
George Graham Vest was formally elected in 
both branches of the General Assembly to- 
day and atnoon to-morrow the result in the 
two houses will be officially announced in the 
joint session. It was oratorical dayin both 
ends ofthe Capitol Building and two hours 
were given over to everybody who wanted to 
speak. Notafew availed themselves of the 
opportunity. The Republicans in presenting 
their candidate refrained from making any 
reflections whatever on Senator Vest. The 
Demoeratic speakers attacked Republican 
doctrines and the Republicans hammered 
away at Democratic teachings. Vest was 
eulogized almost to the skies by his admirers 
in the two branches of the Assembly. After 
the balloting the houses adjourned until to- 
morrow. 

PROCEEDINGS IN THE SENATE. 

Senator Vest’s name was presented in the 
Senate by Senator Binks ina well delivered 
speech eulogistic of Missouri’s ‘‘Little 
Giant.’’ Senator Peery of Grundy, for the 
Republican caucus, presented Senator Samuel 
M. Headlee of Greene County. The Speaker 
attacked Vest’s tariff record and waxed elo- 
quentin defending thetariff duties on such 
articles as oil produced in Missouri. Senator 
Piersoll followed with a speech. seconding 
Vest’s nomination. 

Senator R. Steele Ryors of Osage seconded 
Hea@lee’s nomination and Senators Stene of 
St. Louis, Stephens, Sebree and Taggart fol- 
lowed in the order named witfi speeches in 
favor of Senator Vest. Senator Owen Miller, 
the solitary Union Labor member 
of the upper branch of the _ As- 
sembly, would not have Vest or 
Headlee in his. He nominated Orville D. 
Jones of Knox County,a former member of 
the Greenback party but at present a sup- 
porter of the labor movement: The Senate 
roll-call resulted in the following vote: Vest, 
24; Headlee, 7; Jones, 1; absent, 2. 

IN THE HOUSE. 

The House proceeded to the nomination of 
candidates for United States Senatorat 10 
o’clock. The speech nominating Vest ‘was 
delivered by Speaker Pro-tem Florea and 
Speaker Tuttle made the seconding address. 
Tubbs of Osage nominated Senator Headlee 
and Lane of 8t. Louis County seconded. The 
Union Labor and independent farmer mem- 
bers presented through Milier of Moniteau 
County the name of Leverett Leonard of 
Saline. A number of speeches followed and 
continued untilnearly 120’clock. The roll 
was thencalled withthe following result: 
Vest, 106; Headlee, 26; Leonard, 6. 

THE REPUBLICAN SENATORIAL CAUCUS. 

The Republican senatorial caucus last even- 
ing was attended by the nine Senators of that 
political faith and twenty-three of the 
twenty-five minority members of the House. 
The caucus was held inthe small chamber 
and the doors were thrown open to 
everybody who .cared to watch the 
proceedings. Senator McGinnis pre- 
sided, and briefly stated the  ob- 
ject of the meeting. It was understood 
in advance that the complimentary vote of 
the minority would be givento State Senator 
Sam W.Headlee of Greene County, who isa 
a farmer and a member of the Farmers’ 
Alliance,- and his nomination created 
no surprise whatever. It was expected 
that Aydelott of Warren 
would insist on his resolution to 
indorse Senator Ingalls of Kansas, 
but he had nothing whatever to say on the 
subject when nominations were declared in 
order. In addition to Senator Headlee, Sena- 
tor McGinnis, ex-Lieut.-Gov. E. O. Stanard, 
ex-Congressman William Warner and A.C, 
Dawes of St. Joseph, who occupies an official 
position in the C., B. & Q. Railway Co., 
were named. Senator McGinnis presented 
ex-Gov. Stanard’s name and Representative 
Tom Martin performed the same service for 
McGinnis. The vote on roll call stood Headlee, 
20; McGinnis, 7; Stanard,4; Warner, 1, and 
Dawesi1. Sénator Headlee’s nomination was 
then made unanimous and after selecting 
speakers to present his name tothe Assembly 
the caucus adjourned. 

FREE TRADE ADVOCATES. 


There area few out and out free traders 
in the House who occasionally make things 
lively witha resolution indorsing that doc- 
trine. Representative Julian of Kansas City 
isthe recognized leader of this contingent 
and he hasa faculty of ‘‘resolutin’’’ when- 
ever an opportunity presents itself. 
It was he who introduced the resolution de- 
claring for absolute free trade the night the 
Democratic joint caucus selected Senator 
Vest, and though he was mildly sat upon on 
that occasion he still eherishes his disposition 
to ‘‘resolute’’ on the subjects of tariff and no 
tariff. It has been given out that he 
will within a day or two introduce 
another resolution declaring for radical free 
trade, and if he doesa lively time will cer- 
tainly take place in the House, as many of 
the leaders are unequivocally opposed to spch 
resolutions, Yesterday Representative Coots 
of Platte made another attempt to get his 
resolution indorsing free paper, pulp, bind- 
ing twine, barb’ wire, and free 
coinage, and succeeded, all but 
one or two of the Democratic members vot- 
ing initsfavor. Oneof the Democratic dis- 
senters was Representative Walsh of the 
Fourth St. Louis District.

Another resolution which was hardly rel- 
ished by the Democratic members was that 
presented by Representative Miller of Mon- 
iteau County, who is a strong Farmers’ 
Alliance Democrat. He wanted the 
House to indorse the entire platform of the 
Farmers’ Alliance asit was declared at the 
recent convention at Ocala, Fla. He excepted 
nothing, and plainly said the Democratic 
Legislature should indorse and instruct its 
Representativesat Washington tosupport the 
sub-treasury scheme as wellas the other de- 
mands of the Alliance. His resolution was 
referred to the Committee on Retrenchment 
and Reform and the chances are it will never 
be reported. e

EXCITEMENT SUBSIDING, , 

PINE RIDGE, 8. D., Jan. 2, via Rushville 
Neb.—Gen. Miles has succeeded in ailaying to 
a great extent the excitement under which 
the Indians labored yesterday. He called a 
number of the chiefs together and ex- 
plained to them how the Many Tails 
killing owas committed and assured 
them that both himself and the army disap- 
proved of it and that the army was inno 
manner responsible for it. Notwith- 
standing the fact that supplies for 
twenty days have been ordered it 
is expected that some of the 
troops in the fleld will return home before the 
expiration of that time. Gen. Miles hag 
issued an order for a grand review to take 
place on Wolf Creek, possibly to-mor- 
row. He has sent word to the 
Indian chiefs that they must not 
look upon the movement of the 
troops in the review asone directed against 
them, but rather as an evidence that the 
campaign is drawing to a close. The first 
large beef issue under the new 
agent, Capt. Pierce, takes place to-morrow. 
Fifty-five hundred people will be fed. One 
beef will be issued to every twenty-two 
people, instead of thirty, as formerly. In 
this manner every twenty-two people will 
hereafter receive 346 pounds moreat each 
beef issue than they did before. This in- 
crease greatly pleases the Indians, 
Gen. Miles is selecting ten chiefs from the 
Ogallalias and Brules to send to Washington 
to set the case before the Interior Depart- 
ment. They will be accompanied by FrpD, 
Lewis, special Indian agent.

The Record of Wounded Knee Fight Is

Zella Vespucia is the son of Wild Horse, an 
Ogallalla Sioux who went South many years 
ago and in his travels visited Mexico. Zella 
was born in Mexico during this visit, anda 
priest who did not like the name of Young 
Wolf, which would have been given him, 
presented him with the euphonius and aris- 
tocratie name of Zella Vespucia. Zella ‘isa 
remarkably intelligent Indian and though 
too young to have acquired influence in hig 
tribe, he ts looked upon as the most intelli- 
gent man amongthem. He reads, writes and 
speaks both English and Indian 
and he is a firm friend 
the white man.

this Was half past 9 oclock in the morning 
when this occurred but in 1 hour we came in 
with the Buffalos and the 7 calvary safe 

but we had not gotin hardly until a scout 
came in and reported that they 
had set the Mission on fire itis ofily 4% from 
pine Ridge Agency atthe least. thé soldiers 
went to fight the indians and Iwent a Long 
with them as I fear nothing if I hdve no gun 
but it was hot that time there wer a bout 
» three thousand Wariors oh the trim afid the 
came very near trinning the soldiers and me 
with them but the buffalos 

sliped Over a hill with Col, Henry at the head 
and played & home runon them with the big 
canons but the cuning reds made a thee 
bager and foweled the whole troops scouts 
Indiah police and flew for the bad Lands to 
IAve on sguaw mens catie and ride thier 


lithe; and evidefitly & mah of s0ie conse- 
quénée amotig his peoplé: He Was mortally 
hurt, having been shot completely through 
the body, and in picking up his Winchester I 
felt that the Barrel was 86 hot 48 to almost 
burn my hand, proving that he had fought 
very fiercely. He lay not fifteen feet from 
our line, and was evidently one of the leaders 
inthe attack. Weasked him what he want- 
ed, and he beggéd us tolay Him alongside of 
the medicine man, who was lying some fif- 
teen or twehty feet away. 


SAVAGE VENGRANOB. 

‘*The medicine man was fearfully wounded, 
and I believe that he was dead at the time the 
interpreter and I laid the young Indian be- 
side him. He put his hand inside his shirt, 
drew a butcher knife, and before we knew 
what he was about had plunged it four times 
into the body ofthe medicine Man. He was 
so weak that he could not make the slightest 
resistance when we discovered him, but said: 
‘That serves him right, it was all his fault, 
and he got us all killed.’ Shortly 
afterwards the young savage breathed his 
last. On inquiry from the wounded we 
learned that the medicine man had assured 
the Indians that if they fired on us at his sig- 
nal that they would gain acomplete victory. 
The plot was corcocted on the preceding 
night. Hesaid that he had bewitched our 
rifies and that they would not shoot straight. 
Those who survived expressed the greatest 
bitterness against the medicine man, and ap- 
preved the action of the young warrior.’’ 


DANGERS OF INDIAN WARFARE. 

No one who has witnessed the warlike 
spirit and high courage manifest by 
the officers and men of the United 
States Army can fail to be impressed 
by it, especially when all the circumstances 
are taken into account, Olivilized warfare 
furnishes no parallel for the demands made 
upon the troops. When they enter an Indian 
fight they know that it literally is for victory 
or death, and thatevena temporary repuise 
means the butchery of every wounded man 
who falls into the enemy’s hands, To be 
captured is the worst fate that can possibly 
befall any one, and no one will submit to it 
when he has the means of suicide at his 
command. Some ofthe stories told in camp 
would cause the Indian sympathizers 
to change their views, and would 
give an adequate idea of the heroism 
ofthe troops who have often been called upon 
to face greatly superior bodies of Indians 
ahd have done it without flinching. Anh In- 
dian willrisk a great deal to get a-white 
captive into his hands, and cruelty is both an 
amusement and a study. 


‘ SKILL IN PORTURE. 

The Indian’s Khowledge of the most sensi- 
tive portions of the human frame is most 
accurate, and the amount of whipping, cut- 
ting, laying ahd burning that he will makea 
human body undergo without destroying life 
is astonishing. An officer of the Eighth In- 
fantry tells a characteristic story. On one 
occasion a party consisting of a sergeant 
and six men were surprised and massacred, 
and a 15-year-old boy was Captured. He was 
tied to a tree and givento the squaws, who 
proceeded to torture him. They pulled out 
his finger and toenatis, crushed the bones be- 
tween stones, cut off his lips and eyelids, 
wrenched out his teeth and pulled pieces of 
skin from his body. A large quantity of pine 
splinters were then procured and stuck into 
him until he bristled like a porcupine. They 
were then lighted, and the whole band 
danced and yelled with delight at his 
agonized shrieks and screams. A council 
was then held, and it was decided that he 
could hot stand any more torments that day 
without expiring. He was accordingly left 
tied to the tree all night, and the next morn- 
ing was flung upon a horse to be taken to the 
next camping place to furnish amusement 
for the band. He fortunately died during the 
day, and his scalped and mutilated body was 
found by the pursuing troops. 


APACHE CRUELTY. 

The officers of the First Infantry tell some 
terrible tales of Apache cruelty. One 
of their favorite torments is to 
strip their captives and bind them 
tightly toa huge cactus. On One octasion 
they attacked aranch,and killedall itsde- 
fenders except one man, andfive children. 
The man was lassoed and bound. the ¢hildren 
were fastened in a room and the house set on 
fire. Troops were in pursuit, andthere was 
no opportunity to torture their captive as 
they desired. They accordingly pretended to 
be greatly impressed with his courage, and 
promised to adopt him igto their tribe. When 
the cavalry had been outstripped they set 
about enjoying themselves. They told the 
prisoner that théey wished to dig a hole for 
some religious ceremony, and set him to 
work atit. Whenhe had madeah excava- 
vation two or three feet wide, afid about five 
feet deep he was seized, arope was wrapped 
tightly about his body, and rigid and im- 
movable he was planted upright like a post 
in the hole, and the earth § tightly 
packed around him. When this was 
done thefe Was nothing but his head visible. 
He was then scalped, his lips, eyelids, 
nose and ears cut off, and after the Indians 
had remained 4s long as they dared, watching 
his torments with delight, he was left to die 
by inches. They sald that he would live for 
at least eight days, being revived by the cold

MADE A TRIP TO INDIANAPOLIS. 


A Mercantile Club Committee Inspects the 
Depot at That Place. 


The Mercantile Club has taken an active 
interest in securing the new Union Depot and 
several meetings have been held by the mem- 
bership with a view to shaping legislation 
favorable not only tothe railroads, but for 
the best interests of the city, also. 

At these meetings an idea became current 
that St. Louis was not going to be provided 
with a depot which wouldin any way com- 
pare with such structures as - have 
been built in other cities. It 
was stated as a matter of comparison 
that the Union Depot at Indianapolis cost 
over $800,000. This report was denied on be- 
half of the St. Louis Union Depot people, with 
the additional statement that the Indianap- 
olis depot cost only $340,000 and 
that this city being of vastly 
greater importance thanthe Indiana town, 
démanded and should have a very much 
finer depot than the one Overthere. This 
controversy lead to the appointment 
of a committee to make a trip of 
inspection to Indianapolis where all 
the facts as to the dimensions, 
style and cost of the Union Depot at that 
place could be readily obtained, and used 
here before the City Council, as an 
indication, by way of comparison, 
of the kind of a Union Depot we 
should have. Itis admitted that 8st. Louis 
being an important railway terminal point it 
demands a much larger and 
finer building than Indianapolis. However, 
to decide the point in dispute—the cost of the 
Indianapolis depot—the following named 
gentlemen went over there and in- 
quired into the matter: F. B. Brow- 
nell, P. -W. Morrison, a practical 
builder and Mr. Whitmore with the 
Liggett & Myer Tobacco Co. They returned 
from their trip of investigation this morning, 
ane while not stating the exact cost of the 
Indianapolis depot, they do not hesitate to 
say that a great deal more than 
$340,000 was expended upon it. This 
afternoon they will meet with members of the 
City Council at 3 o’clock, when it is antici- 
pated that an amicable decision as to the di- 
mensions and cost of the new depot will be 
arrived at definitely.

THE RULER OF THE SANDWICH ISLANDS 
STRICKEN IN ’FRISCO. 


His Majesty’s Malady Bright’s Disease— 
The Attendants Momentarily Expect- 
ing the Monarch’s Death—Dr. Woods’ 
Statement. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 20.—The phys!i- 
cians who are attending King Kalakaua of the 
Hawalian Islands, who is dangerously ill at 
the Palace Hotel in this city,will say but little 
in regard tq his condition, but the opinion is 
expressed by others, who are in attendance 
upon the King,that the end Is very near. Col. 
McFarland, the King’s Chamberlain, admits 
that his case is very serious,and Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, Hawaiian Consul General here, stated 
at midnight that the King was likely to die at 
any moment. Rev. Frank H. Church of 
Trinity Episcopal Church, of which denomi- 
nation King Kalakaua isa member, adminis- 
tered the last scarement last night, though 
the King was then unconscious and 
had been so for hours. Kalakaua was 
to have left here this week 
for Honolulu on the United States flagship 
Charleston. He returned here last week 
from a trip through Southern California. He 
was ff poor health when he arrived in San 
Francisco some time ago, and it is believed 
that the banquets and receptions which he 


King Kalakua of Hawaii, Queen Kapiolani. 
has been called upon to attend are the cause 
of his present alarming symptoms. It was 
not until yesterday, when his physicians an- 
nounced that the King was suffering from 
Bright’s disease, that the true nature of his 
malady was known here. At 3 o’clock this 
morning, Dr. George W. Woods, Naval Medi- 
cal Inspector, said there was not one chance 
in a thousand that the King would ever rally. 
THE KING’S MALADY. 

The malady affecting King Kalakaua is of 
several years’ standing, but it was not made 
visible to his medical advisers till last Tues- 
day, when Dr. Sawyer and Dr. Taylor were 
Called in for consultation by Dr. Woods. The 
decision was that Bright’s disease held the 
Hawaltian monarch firmly in its grasp. It 
seems that a year ago, under the care of Dr. 
McGraw, the royal physician at the islands, it 
was observed that His Majesty was prone ‘to 
drop asleep suddenly at dinner, at recep- 
tions, at any time, in fact. The 
doctors attributed this to various causes, 
did not seem to settle on 
any organic difficulty. They made examina- 
tions and analyses,which developed the pres- 
ence of kidney trouble, but four years before 
the King suffered severely from kindred 
trouble, and last Friday, soon after his return 
from his trip to Southern California, the King 
suddenly grew worse and his physicians re- 
mained at his bedside. Col. McFarlane, his 
chamberlain, remained at his pést of duty 
without a moment’s rest, and Admiral Brown 
also remained with the King.

The King opened his eyes and 
recognized him with a smile, then tried to 
lift his hand to grasp the. fingers of his friend, 

but failed in the attempt. The Admiral spoke 
tohimand thé King said, feebly: ‘‘Thank 
you.’’ 

SINKING EVERY HOUR. 

The three physicians watched by the bed of 
Kalakaua last night, with his friends, Admiral 
Brown and Col. MacFarlane, while the two 
Hawalian native servants walked with the 
stealthy step of tenderness to ebey the word 
that would best serve their ¢hief. At any 
moment might come the last convulsion. 
This morning Consul-General McKinley, who 
was also present, said the King was sinking 
every hour. Dr. Sawyer was asleep on a chair 
in an ante-room to the King’s apartments, 
while Fleet Surgeon Woods was at His Maj- 
esty’s bedside. The Consul declared that the 
end was not far distant. In fact, it would be 
a miracle if he survived until daylight. »At 2 
o’clock Surgeon Woods, who had just left the 
King’s bedside, said: 

‘*His condition is hourly becoming more 
critical. Iam maintaining his strength by 
giving him brandy and milk by meansofa 
tube. Heis unconscious and unableto un- 
derstand anything we say except when one 
hig Hawaiian attendants tells him in his native 
tongue to swallow. At such times he indicates 
that we are understood by obeying. I am 
satisied that he has only a few hours to 
live. The immediate cause of death will be 
uremic poisoning. The waste nratter that 
should be eliminated by the kidneys cannot 
be remyved from his system and it will cause 
his death. I do not think he will 
regain consciousness. His iliness is 
not due to excessive indulgence of any de- 
scription. He has been an abstemious man for 
many months past. He has not taken a drop 
of liquor for a long time.’’ 

During the next three hours there was ap- 
parently little change in the king’s condition, 
though it was plain that life was slowly ebb- 
ing away. At6o’clock this morning the at- 
tending physicians said that he was hanging 
between life and death byathread. The ac- 
tion of the heart was sometimes scarcely per- 
ceptible, and the physicians did not believe it 
possible for the king to survive more than a 
few hours. 

s NO CHANGE. 

At 6:30 o’clock this morning Medical In- 
spector Woods said that there had been little 
if any change in King Kalakaua’s condition 
since 4or5o’clock. There was every indica- 
tion of approaching death, but owing tothe 
marvelous vitality which the patient was 
displaying he might Iive twenty-four hours 
longer, but Dr. Woods expressed the opinion 
that a decided change for the worse would 
occur before noon. Dr. Woods did not be- 
lieve it possible for the King to regain con- 
sciousness before he died. Stimulants were 
still being administered and his life was 
being prolonged for a few hours in that 
manner,

THE SPRINKLING BIDS RECEIVED AT 
NOON TO-DAY. 


A Very Marked Increase in the Prices 
Over Last Year—A Total of $212,000 
This Year Against $122,000 Last—The 
Combine Shows Up Badly. 


The sprinkling bids were opened by the 
Board of Public Improvements to-day at 
noon, and, as was expected, the prices asked 
this year are considerably higher than they 
were last.

ANOTHER MACHINE GRAB, 

The publication of the Parker bill to 
take the appointment of a Jury Commis- 
sioner for St. Louis from the Circuit Court 
Judges and give it to the Governor con- 
firms what the Post-DisPATon said on 
Monday about the Governor’s desire to 
control the office of Jury Commissioner in 
this city, and to annex it, as well as the

That bill is a bit of special legislation of 
‘the most perniciously partisan character.

St. Louis people of the home-rule 
privilege and subject her affairs and 
her local politics to the personal dictation 
of the man to whom she is indebted for the 
most scandalous appointment that ever de- 
graded a city office.

Hynes’ Latest Letter to Arch- 
__ bishop Kenrick. 


WE ASKS WHY NO NOTICE HAS BEEN 
TAKEN OF His BRIEF. 


| Unless an Audience is Given Him He Will 
’ ake an Appeal to Rome—Recent De- 
velopments in the Celebrated Case ofthe 
Pierce City Pastor Against Bishop 
Hogan. 


Father A. M. J. Hynes of Peirce City, Mo., 
the excommunicated Catholic priest, who 
still perfornig all the functions of a prelate, 
has determined not to let the subject of his 
excommunication drop until he makes him- 
self heardin the papal courts at Rome. His 
latest move has been to address the Very Rev. 
Arthbishop Kenrick in a letter which has 
been printeli and handed around to a few 
friends. The letter reads as follows: 

To Hig Grace, the Metropolitan, the Most Rev. 
Peter Richard Kenrick, the Archbishop of St. 
Leute: 

If NOMINE DOMINI. AMEN. 

A. M. Jd. Hynes, your Orator, represents to your 
Grace that nedid, on the 16th day of December, 
A. D. 1890, personally come and file in your Grace’s 
Court at St. Lois a certain bill (or petition) en- 
titled,—** The Cause of A, M. J, Hynes vs. Rt. Rev. 
J. J. Hogan; in the Metropolitan Ourta of St. Louis: 
proceedings f mandamus,’’—and that he did therein 
move (or pray) the Curia to proceed in the matter 
instanter and without (unnecessary) delay. 

1, Bat that (as yet) he has received no intimation 
that action has been taken by the Curia in the 
premises; nor has he been informed if it be the in- 
tention of your Grace at some future day to take ac- 
tion therein or not.

WHEN THE BRIEF WAS FILED. 

The proceedings of mandamus referred to 
by Father Hynes in his letter were begun 
Dec. 15 and were printed in full in the Suwn- 
DAY POst-Dispatcu. Father Hynes wishes 
a writ from Archbishop Kenrick on Bishop 
Hogan of Kansas City, commanding 
that dignitary to appear and show 
cause why his order of excommunication 
against Father Hynes should not be annulled. 
Father Hynes poses as the injured person, 
Bishop Hogan asthe offender and person in 
error. The Archbishop is the mediator and 
the only one who can afford relief. Unless 
he does not take some step in this case Father 
Hynes will take itto Romeand claim recog- 
nition as a Catholic priest and demanda 
hearing. 

The Archbishop, it is said, does not care to 
handle the case forthe principal reason that 
he considers Father Hynes no longer a priest 
or, in fact, not a member of the church, hav- 
ing been excommunicated and therefore not 
entitled to recognition from the officers of the 
church, Father Hynes ignores the stand the 
Archbishop has taken, and seeing the prelate 
has taken no notice of his brief filed thirty days 
ago he writes the letter quoted above, calling 
his attention to the brief and informing him 
that an appeal will be takento a higner 
court in the Catholic Church. , 

[A MOST REMARKABLE CONTROVERSY. 

This is one of the most remarkable cases in 
the annals ofthe government of the Catholic 
Church in this country and@has no precedent. 
It is at the same time a most interesting con- 
flict, the outcome of which is looked forward 
to with great inserest by the Catholic clergy 
ofthe country. 

Father Hynes is a graduate of the Eccles- 
Siastical Coliege at Rome, where he was 
ordained a priest. He is an exceptionally 
well educated gentleman, and very brilliant. 
He is a native of Ohio, and after his ordina- 
tion at Rome came to this country fifteen 
years ago. He served as assistant in this 
city in several partsh churches, and a few 
years ago was placed in charge of the 
church at Peirce City, Lawrence County, 
Mo. This State atthat time was under the 
supervision ofthe Bishopin this city, but 
the duties of the office becoming too arduous 
the State was dividedand Bishop Hogan was 
placed at Kansas City, in charge of the west- 
ern half of the State. 

DID NOT LIKE THE BISHOP. ‘ 

Bishop Hogan, it seems, was not liked by 
the Catholic clergy, and he was treated to a 
number of very unpleasant surprises in the 
discharge of his work. Father Hynes and 
his quiet little village church in Peirce 
City fell under the rule of the 
new Bishop, and it was not long 
before that oficialknew how Father Hynes 
felt towards him, He issued orders of some 
kind for the good ofthe church which con- 
ficted with Father Hynes ’ ideas on the 
question and the priest, itis said, ifhe did 
not fully ignore the commands at least carried 
out only that part of them which he con- 
sider would be to the interest 
of his little flock.

THE 8ST. LOUIS POST-OFFICE. 


The Civics Club Obtains Interesting In- 
formation as to Its Workings. 

Tne Civics Club held an intresting meet- 
ing at the free readihg-room at 20044 South 
Broadway lastnight. Amongthe matter up 
for consideration was the workings ofthe 
St. Louls Post-office. Mr. , ; 
Blank said that people hardly realized 
the amount of work that was donein this 
office every day. Hesaidthatin no branch 
of business in the country had the improve- 
ment within the last decade be®n so great as 
that in the mailservice. The railway mail 
service, as a system, has no Sunday and no 
stops or interludes, but goeson and on. A 
description was given of the work of dis- 
tributing mail in the city, how the wagons 
collect the mall deposited’ in the boxes by the 
mall carriers. 

By figures it was shown that during last 
year the increase over 1889 in the mail matter 
handled at the &t. Louis Post-office was as 
follows: 134,514 pounds of letter mall, 1,017,- 
026 pounds of second-class matter; 164,869 
pounds third class, 64,498 pounds fourth class; 
total increase. 1,383,542 pounds. There were 
about 85,000 letters and 80,000 postal cards 
handied each day, The cash jyeceipts 
of the  Post-office for December, 1890, 
over December, 189, were nealy $10,000. 
The money order department handles about 
$6,250,000a year. Thecashier’s office is also 
the depository forthe Seventh District, and 
receives from the smaller offices about $20,000 
perday. Thereceipts for stamps and postal 
cards for the highest day on record was dur- 
ing 1890, when $8,000 was taken in. The regis- 
try department handies daily about 2,000 
letters and 8,500 packages, all of which have 
to be indorsed, entered on the books, 
receipted for and billed for 
dispatch. There is a faithfulness 
and honesty on the part ofthe employes that 
is not paralleled in the country, and the pos- 
tal department in all fits various Dranches is 
the best conducted business in the country. 
The speaker paid high tributes to the attaches 
of the St. Louis Post-office, and said for 
efficiency it could not be excelled. 


DUE TO DESPONDENCY. 


Suicide ofa Young Civil Engineer Out of 
Employment. 


William S. Tyler, a young unmarried man 
of 2% years, the stepson of City Register 
Wherry and the grandson of Judge Phil Lan- 
ham, committed suicide yesterday by swal- 
lowing the entire contents of a box of rough- 
on-rats. His mother tried to give him an! 
emetic, but he refused to take it, saying that 
he wanted to die, andthe doctors summoned 
had little more success. He retained con- 
sciousness nearly four hours and up to within 
ten minutes of his death, but refused to tell 
why he had taken the fatal dose. Mr. 
Wherry thinks it was due to his 
stepson’s despondency, as he had been out of 
employment for sometime and occasionally 
had the blues in consequence. He wasa civil 
engineer and for overnine years was in the 
engineer’s Office of the Missouri Pacific road, 
leaving there eight months ago to take a posi- 
tion in the City Street Department. This em- 
ployment was, however, only temporary and 
he then did some work in Arkansas for the 
Fruin-Bambrick Oonstruction Go. He re- 
turned home about two months ago and 
found temporary employment now and then 
in the City Register’s Office, Dut was unable 
to secure a permanent position. 

The Coroner’s investigation this morning 
developed the fact that young Tyler received 
and answered a letter shortly before he took 
the fatal dose. He threw the letter into the 
fire as soon as he had read it and then 
sat down and answered it. Without telling 
any one the nature of the contents of elther 
of the letters or anything about them he took 
his hatand went out toa neighboring drug 
store.There he bought a postage stamp at the 
same time he bought the box of rough-on- 
rats and, before returning homéd, he dropped 
the letter he had written into a letter-box. 
The person to whom the letter was addressed 
may be Able to throw additional light on the 
cause of the suicide.

The banquet was also 
attended by a number of prominent 
and public-spirited citizens. 


Joseph Pulitzer, who generously provides for 
twelve poor boys receiving a higher educa- | 


tion at the College of the City of New York. 
Speaking of the assistance give the college} 
President Carrsaid: — 

‘*Some time ago Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, 
proprietor and editor of the WoORLD, 
decided that each year twelve boys 
would be supported by him i while 
pursuing their studies. His only requisite 
was that these boys should be poor and should 
earn the scholarships in manly, open com- 
petition. Inthe hands of three trustees the 
fund for this purpose was placed, Mr.Pulitzer 
if famous for his tact and knowledge of mien, 
but he never showed it to better advantage 
than when he appointed two of our alumni 
on this Board of Trustees. They are Mr. John 
Jasper and Mr. James Goodwinysand aséso- 
ciated with them is Mr. William H. Merrill. 
This year twelve boys are being educated at 
the college of the people out of the bounty of 
the proprietor of the paper of the people. We 
have with us to-night Mr, Merrill, who is the 
direct representative of Mr. Pulitzer in this 
Board of Trustees. We welcome him asa 
member of the board ahd also asa repre- 
sentative of the most enterprising journal 
in this country. It is very apt that we should 
have the representative of the people’s pa- 
per here to dine with the representatives of 
the peaple’s college. [Cheers]. 

MR. MERILLL’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Wm. H. Merrill, of the Committee ap- 
pointed by Mr. Joseph Pulitzer to direct the 
award of the sixty collegiate scholarships @s- 
tablished by him for graduates of the public 
schools of New York City, responded as fol- 
lows tosthe sentiment, ‘‘The Free Scholar- 
ships:’’ 

**‘Mar. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN: A noted 
instructor in rhetoric once said to his class, 
‘Definition is argument.’ In the same high 
sense it may perhaps be said that statement 
iseloquence. If the fact conveyed be great or 
the truth inspiring and the statement clear, 
it ought at least to be accepted as a substitute 
for oratory in those who, like myself, have 
not the gift or the habit of speech. In this 
alone rests my hope of responding adequately 
to the sentiment assigned to me. 

‘It surely is an eloquent fact that an 
adopted citizen of New York, who landed on 
these shores a poor boy twenty-seven years 
ago, a stranger in a strange land, has 
founded and endowed sixty perpetual col- 
legiate scholarships for the poorest, the 
brainiest and the most aspiring of the gradu- 
ates of the public schools of thiscity. As his 
extraordinary career is more wonderful than 
any romance, so is this act more eloquent 
than any words. 

‘‘The best statement of the purpose, the 
scope and the conditions of the free scholar- 
ships established by Mr. Joseph Pulitzer can 
be given in his own language. In a letter 
which he directed me to write to Supt. Jas- 
per in May, 1889, Mr. Pulitzer made 
known his purpose of giving the sum of 
$250 a year for a period of five years to each of 
twelve boys selected annually by open com- 
petitive examination from the graduates of 
the grammer schools of this city fora full 
collegiate course. Atthe expiration of five 
years from the start, and forever thereafter 
if the scheme shall prove successful, his plan 
provides for sixty scholarships at an annual 
cost of $15,000, equivalent toa permanent en- 
dowment of more than $350,000. 


MR, PULITZER’S IDBA,. 

‘* "My special object,’ he wrote in a subse- 
quent letter from Wiesbaden, ‘is to help the 
poor. Therich can help themselves. I be- 
lieve in self-made men. But it is not 
the aim of this plan to help people 
for ordinary money making purposes. 
College education: fs not needed for that. 
There are higher purposes inlife. And my 
hope is not that these scholarships will make 
better butchers, bakers, brokersand bank 
cashiers, Py that they will helpto make 
teachers, Scholars, physicians, authors, jour- 
nalists, judges, lawyers and statesmen, They 
certainly ought to increase, not diminish, the 
number of those who, under our free institu- 
tions rise from the humblest to the highest 
positions. 

‘* ‘T have not,’’’ he added, ‘entered upon 
this scheme without careful thought, It was 
the dream of my youth, It was the convic- 
tion of experience. I shall be happy indeed, 
if it should, even in the smallest degree, re- 
lieve poverty, aid the cause of education and 
lift into a higher plane of citizenship and use- 
fulness to the State the children of the poor, 
who, in spite of talent, without such educa- 
tion and great hardship cannot compete for 
the nobler prizes of an intellectual career.’’ 

‘*‘Two conditions governing the gift were 
named by Mr. Pulitzer. 

‘*(1) The boys gaining the scholarships 
must be absolutely free to select their col- 
lege; only it must be a first-class institution. 

**(2) The scholarships must be awarded 
after impartial competitive examination. 
Previous knowledge of such competition will 
serve asaspurto study among most of the 
boys, not merely those carrying off the prizes. 

‘*In meeting the first condition, Mr. Pu- 
litzer desired, first, togive the successful 
competitors the opportunity of going to the 
college of their choice ; and, second, to secure 
for them any advantage in prestige or equip- 
ment for instruction which the older and 
richer universities may possess. But it was 
found that no bridge exists at present to span 
the space between the Public Schools and 
these institutions, while the College of the 
City of New York—the college of the people— 
has a preparatory course fitting the boys for 
the higher curriculum; and for the present, 
at least, this college will co ue to receive 
the holders of the scholarships.

“The only criticism that I have seen of this 
splendid scheme of benevolence was made by 
ajournal which deprecated assistance to 
boys as tending to weaken their moral 

bre, and to render them dissatisfied with 
their station in life. Now, I believe as 
as any one can in the development and 
toughening which result from a poor boy's 


® to wet of in the world, and to makd: 


the most of himself. It promotes self-reli- 
ance and inde dence of character. It 
forms habits systematic industry. It 
makes the boy father to the man at a very 
early age. But it hardly needs to be said that 
$260 a year will not encourage a poor boy in 
the city of New York to adopt a life of ener- 
vating luxury. It will, with close economy, 
buy him clothes and pay his parents the cost 
of his living while he is in college. But every 
boy of the first class of twelve, who was able, 


‘worked during the whole of his summer vaca- 


tion; and most of them will, of necessity, 
earn money in different ways while they are 
Carrying on their studies. 
_ **As to the half-velled suggestion that poor 
boys should not be encouraged to aspire to 
the highest education because it will lead 
them to be dissatisfied with their lot. I can 
conceive of nothing more brutal and un- 
American. God save the Republic, for men 
cannot, when learning becomes the preroga- 
tive the rich and not the privilege of the 
! when degrees are the decorations of a 
vored class and not prizes open to all the 
people! If there be a pure democracy it ig in 
the realm of learning. Genius divines truth 
and absorbs knowledge, while talent delves 
and arduously acquires them. But genius 
and talent alike know neither rank nor sta- 
tion. They are oftener found in the 
cradles of the poor than in 
couches of the rich. And they 
both depend for their full development upon 
environment and training. A divine discon- 
tent with the lowly lot in which one is born is 
the condition of all Auman progress. And it 
is the peculiar glory of our free republic that 
nowhere else in the world are the conditions 
so favorable as here tothe natural ambition 
of alltrue mentorise. You will share with 
me, Iam sure, the feeling that he who places 
the means of highest development within 
reach of the children of the poor is not only a 
friend indeed to them, but a benefactor to 
his race and his country.’’ 

At the conclusion of Mr. Merrill’s speech he 
was greeted with hearty and prolonged ap- 
plause, which had no sooner subsided than 
this chorus went up:

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STORE SWEEPINGS. 


Hereafter They Must Not Be Put on 
the Streets. 


THE COMMENDABLE DECLARATION OF 
BTREET SUPERINTENDENT DUFFY. 


A Movement Which Will Certainly Moet 
With Popular Approval—Old Ordi- 
nances to Prevent the Dumping of Store 
Dirt Into the Streets to Be Enforced—A 
Much Needed Reform, 


Supt. Duffy of the Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment says he is determined to do his best to 
make St. Louis a cleancity. He has found that 
many of the abuses which have been prac- 
ticed here and have made the keeping clean 
of the streets a difficult task 
are covered by law and he  in- 
tends to stop them. One thing which 
has given the department no little trouble in 
keeping the streets clean is the custom of 
some merchants to have. their stores swept 
out in the morning and deposit the dirt and 
rubbish in the streets, which have just been 
swept or washed the previous evening. An- 
- other difficulty the department has tocon- 
tend with is the dropping of mudand dirt in 
the streets by wagons which have been 
overloaded. This, as is generally known, is 
an offense covered by ordinance and there 
have been nwmerous arrests and prosecutions 
under this ordinance. Itis not so well known, 
however, that the sweeping of rubbish or 
dust from stores or houses into the street is 
forbidden by law, but sec. 4 of ordinance 
14,048, approved June 15, 1687, specifically 
covers the case as follows: 

Ordinance No. 14,000, entitled, ‘‘An ordinance in 
revision of the ordinances of the city of St. Louis, 
and to establish new ordinance provisions for the 
government of said city’’ (approved April 12, 1887), 
is hereby amended by striking out sec. 615 of art. 4, 
chap. 15, and inserting in lien thereof the toll8wing: 
Sec. 615. It shall hereafter be unlawful for any per- 
son to throw or cause to be thrown, any kind of tele- 
graph or telephone wires or wire used for baling 
hay, straw or other material, or any kind of advertis- 
ing matter upon a public highway, or to distribute or 
to cause to be distributed any kina of advertising 
matter so that it shall litter the streets or sidewalks, 
arto paint or cause to be paintedany kind of adver- 
~ tising wy er, sign or signs on any sidewalk, or to 

“ird. #-auseto be sweptfrom any store, office, 

ttla use, manufactory, hotel, orany other build- 
Gnz occupied in whole or in part for business, any’ 
efuse or dirt from the floors of said establishments, 
j orany of them, on to the streets or sidewalks of the 
™, city of St. Louis. 
SUPT. DUFFY TALKS. 

Discussing the matter yesterday Supt. 
Duffy said: 

‘‘My attention was first attracted to this 
custom of sweeping the rubbish of stores into 
the streets one morning after we had washed 
Washington avenue with a hose the previous 
night. I strolled down the street rather early 
to see how it would look after the washing. It 
looked as clean and pretty as could be except 
that in front of about a half dozen stores 
there were heaped up piles of rubbish which 
had been swept out of the buildings. It 
spoiled the whole appearance of the street 
and of course it was only a short time until 
the dirt was scattered all over the street. 
Ihave my inspectors notifying storekeepers 
who have been found doing this that it is 
against the law and must be stopped. They 
should either burn their dirt and rubbish 
in their furnaces or they should place it ina 
box and have it hauled away. At any rate 
they will have to dispose of it in some other 
way than by sweeping it into the streets. All 
men who have been notified once not to throw 
this dirtin the street will be brought into 
court if they repeat the offense. Of course, 
where men do it through ignorance we do 
not wish to have them arrested or 
give them any trouble and I _ feel 
certain that when the business men get to 
understand the matter they will stop the 
practice of their own accord, as it is due in 
many cases to thoughtlessness. If they do 
not stop it we shall have to take the neces- 
sary steps to have it stopped by having them 
brought up fn court. 

STREET CAR COMPANY DIRr. 

‘*Tam also told that the street car compa- 
nies are in the habit of throwing ‘dirt from 
their tracks on the street to either side 
of the rails and leaving it piled 
there to he afterward scattered 
about by vehicles. I shall “investigate thfs 
and if found tobe trueI shall haul the com- 
panies up in court, asthey haveall oveen 
notified and know better. The offense is 
co “ph ope by sec. 1,258 of ordinance 14,915, which 

follows: 

" ‘All street railroad companiesin St. Louis shalb 
keep free from mud, snow and dust the approaches to 
their cars in use at the termini of the lines, whether 
main lines or extensions, and at the stables and 
power-houses of the companies and all other places 
where the cars stop, otherwise than momentarily to 
receive or discharge passengers, and shall maintain 
clean and proper footways betweon the cars of the 
main line and the extension where 
passengers are transferred; and shall keep 
the streets occupied by them between 
the rails and between the tracks where there is a 
double track or more, and for a space of twelve 
inches outside of each rail, in clean condition by the 
removal of ali snow, dust, dirt, mud and offal there- 
from. The snow, dust, dirt, mud ard offal shal) be 
hauled away by the railroad company and shall not 
be deposited on the etreets. Every day upon which 
any company falls tocomply with this section shall 
constitute a separate offense, and the corporation, 
company, orthe president, superintendent or man- 
ager thereof, offending, shall, upon conviction, be 
deemed guilty ofa misdemeanor ahd be fined not 
less than $5 nor more than $500 for each offense.’ 

POLICE ASSISTANCE. 

‘*The police have been very kind in render- 
ing me assistance In enforcing these ordi- 
mnances. Maj. Harrigan told me he would 
furnish me men whenever I needed them, and 
he has very cheerfully done so, While they 
were digging that cellar at the northwest 
corner of Tenth and Chestnut streets there 
was @ great deal of mud spilled on the street 
by the wagons being overloaded and 
spilling it. Maj. Harrigan placed an officer 
there steadily and made some eight arrests,

streets does great damage, as it falls in 
chunks, and then when a-wagon passes over 
itthe piece is pressed down and then pulled 
up and overturned by the wheel, drawing up 
with it a lot of gravel and filling from 
between the granite blocks.

CHIEF HARRISON WILL ASSIST. 

Chief of Police Harrigan when seen con- 
cerning the matter said: ‘‘I will, of course, 
render the department any assistance In my 
power. In factitis my duty to do so. We 
have always arrested men for dropping mud 
out of their wagons Into the street whenever 
we caught them at it, and have also Kept. a 
watch on the sweeping of dirt from buildings 
into the street, though we seldom make ar- 
rests in the latter case and it isahard ordi- 
nance to enforce. We will do anything, how- 
ever, in our power to assist Mr. Duffy in en- 
forcing the law if he calls upon us to do s0.’’

JURORS GETTING TIRED; 


BLOW PROGRESS OF THE HENNESSY 
MUBDER TRIAL. 


Ethel Towne, the Forgeress, Acoquitted— 
Her Crooked Career—Fatally Wounded 
by @ Polander—The Sheedy Tragedy— 
Other Orimes. 


NEw ORLEANS, La., Jan. 20.—The prosecu- 
tion in the Chief Hennessy murder case has 
finished and to-day the defense will com- 
mence. The jury have made a complaint 
that they cannot stand the slowness of the 
preceedings longer and ask that night 
sessions be held. 


Ethel Towne Acquitted. 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Jan. 20.—Ethel Towne, 
the fair forgeress, was found not guilty by 
the jury last night. Five ballots were neces- 
sary toreach this conclusion, and the delib- 
erations lasted justfive hours. The instruc- 
tions of the Court were favorable to the 
prisoner, and it was hardly expected 
that the jury would remain out any length of 
time. The prisoner passed yesterday suffer- 
ing from alleged nervous prostration. She 
was not taken to the jail while the jury was 
out, but was allowed to remain in the Court- 
house. Public sympathy has been with the 
prisoner from the beginning, owing to her 
youth and beauty. She wasconfined sixty- 
six days before and during the trial. 


Louise Hager ,alias Ethel Towne,allas Emma 
Joy, alias *‘Bab,’’ etc., etc., was born in 
Brooklyn in-the year 1870. Her mother was 
from a Wealthy family, but her father was a 
gambler, confidence man-and all-around 
crook, He wasan expert forger,and while 
being hunted for ane of the numerous crimes 
he had committed he fied to Brazil, taking 
Louise with him. While there he killed a 
wealthy planter named Herene for his money. 
He attempted tofiy the country, but was un- 
successful and ifs now serving a life 
sentence in the national prison at 
Rio Janeiro. The Brazilian Govern- 
ment sent the girl back to America, 
supposably to the mother in Brooklyn, but 
she had died from a broken heart. Louise 
was then sent to sonte of Hager’s relatives in 
Chicago, where she lived until she was 18 
years of age. Then she ran away with a 
worthless gambler and was deserted in San 
Diego,/Cal. She then began the adventurous 
career that has just come so near landing 
her in the penitentiary. Almost without ex- 
ception she works her games by claiming to 
represent some well-known publications, 
the New York WORLD and Harper’: Weekly 
being among those chosen, She went to 
Kansas City in March, 1889, and asserted that 
she had been sent by Harper’s to write up the 
city. The newspapers published column tn- 
terviews with her, and within a few days she 
left town with more than $2,000, which she 
had borrowed. She then went direct to 
Omaha, Neb., registering atthe Millard Ho- 
tel as ‘‘Bab,’’ New York WoRLD.’’ The re- 
porters were sent out to interview her, and 
the Elk Club gave heranimpromptu banguet. 
The Board of Trade furnished her an exclu- 
sive box at the 
honor imaginable was paid to the 
‘*alleged’’ lady from New York. 
Imagine the consternation when it was dls- 
covered that the honored guest was an im- 
postor, From here she carried out nearly 
$1,500 borrowed money and a millionaire’s 
son, who followed her over the country for 
six months. Denver was also visited, and 
here again she registered as ‘‘Bab,’’ but was 
ejected from the hotel on information from 
Omaha. Since then she has taken in innum- 
erable towns, and when she got fmto trouble 
the young hetr to millions would secure 
her release. Her hair is dark and 
her features anything but womanish, 
but when she becomes ani- 
mated she looks as though she might be 30 
years old. Her whole expression changes. 
The ‘‘baby stare,’’ which has always puzzled 
her dupes,is dropped the moment she be- 
comes thoroughly interested, She is well 
acquainted with the names of newspaper 
men throughout the country, and she is not 
at all backward about making use of her 
knowledge. She is 5 feet 4% inches in height, 
chin slightly protruding, and a small, round 
scar is to be found on the chin near the 
throat. Her ears are rather large but shapely, 
and altogether she is a dangerous woman, 


A Bold Express Robbery. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 0.—A Lake City 
specialto the Times-Union says: A. A. Ross, 
agent of the Southern Express Co. in this city, 
was robbed of $600 at an early hour yesterday 
morning.

WILL NOT.OPPOSE IT. : 


8ST. LOUIS GRAIN MEN ON PROPOSED IN- 
SPECTION LAW IN ILLINOIS. 


| 


This Winter and No Organized Effort 
to Be Made Against the Measure—The 
Feeling on ’Change. 


The usual biennial effort to extend the 
Illinois grain inspection law to East St. Louis 
will probably be madein the Legislature of 
that State this winter, and indeed a Dill to 
that effect is said to have already been intro- 
duced in each branch of the Legislature. For 
a good many years the St. Louis grain mer- 
chants have been fighting the measure, send- 
ing delegations to Springfield to lobby against 
it and spending money freely to prevent what, 
it was considered, would be a great 
calamity to St. Louis, but, now 
that Missouri has a _é State inspection 
law, there will probably be no further 
effort made against the enactment of a sim- 
lar law in Illinois, although the opinion still 
prevails here that the measureisa bad one 
and will prove injurious to St. Louls as a 
grain market. 

‘*‘We have been fighting it for twelve or 
fourteen years,’’ said Gen. D. P. Grier this 
morning, ‘‘and always successfully, but I’m 
afraid the bill will be passed thistime. lam 
opposed to mixing politics and business to- 
gether, and we all know what grain inspec- 
tion will amountto when run by a party, 
whether it be the Democratic party or Repub- 
lican party. I feel certain that State grain 
inspection in East 8t. Louis will hurt St. 
Louis, but I suppose the trial will have to be 
made, andI don’tthink any organized effort 
will be made here to defeat the bill.’’ 

SHOULD GRACEFULLY SUBMIT. 

Mr. Redmond Cleary said: ‘‘I prefer that 
no change be made in the present way of 
doing things, butif the IDllinois Legislature 
insists upon inspecting our grainin East St. 
Louls the best thing for usto dois to grace- 
fully submit tothe inevitable. As Missouri has 
a State inspection law, Fsuppose the M[linois 
law will be made applicable to East 8t. Louis 
and Cairo and all other points in the State, 
and no arguments we can advance will pre- 
vent It.’’ 

DON’T THINK IT WILL BE PASSED. 

**l don’t think the bill will be passed,’’ said 
Web M. Samuel, ‘‘for the reason that the leg- 
islators will see that it isto the interests of 
Illinois farmers that the inspection of grain 
for the 8t. Louis market be done by 8t. Louis 
merchants or under their supervision and 
management. However, we don’t care much 
one way or the other, and if they want to pass 
sucha billletthemdo it. I don’t think that 
they can do us very much harm and they will 
soon find out that State inspection will not 
giveas much satisfaction among the farmers 
of Lilinois as the present inspection does.’’ 

POLITICAL INSPECTION. 

‘<The inspection of grainin East St. Louis 
willthen be run by a political machine,’’ 
saia George Bain, ‘‘and the inspectors will 
make bigger blunders than the city politician 
at the head of the Kansas City inspectors did 
last week when he rated some Kansas grain 
alongside that of Illinois and Missouri No. 2, 
changing the price of it 6 cents per bushel. A 
few blunders like that will lower the standard 
of St. Louis grain in the outside grain 
markets and, of course, injure 
us a great deal. Our reputation 
in the grain world is now away up 
and, of course, it is tothe interest of the 
farmers who ship here, as well as to our own 
interest, that that good reputation be not 
lowered.’’ 

NOT LOSING ANY SLEEP. 

Mr. Alex Smith said that he wasn’t losing 
any sleep over it. He had made up his 
mind that State inspection in Kast St. Louis 
would come some time and that the best 
thing to do wastoletit come. He was re- 
signed to the inevitable. 

The inspection of grain at Decatur, Ill., is 
official State inspection, but thereis so little 
grain inspected there that the fees don’t 
cover the expenses and the deficit is made up 
by Chicago dealers, who are trying to bring 
Cairo and all Southern Illinois 
under the inspection laws governing Chicago, 
and it is said that they have agreed to make 
good any similar deficit at East St. Louis.

FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS IN THE 
LUEKING ABDUCTION AFFAIR. 


The Self-Acknowledged Father of the Ille- 
gitimate Colored Child So Sensation- 
ally Stolen From Its Grandmother 
Tells His Story. 


Assistant-Prosecuting Attorney Esteps will 
not issue a warrant in the Lueking abduction 
case. He arrived at that conclusion this 
morning w Lueking put in an appearance 
at the F urts and told his story. 
The story of this more ,than peculiar 
case appeared in vyesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH. Mrs. Johanna Reapér, an 
old colored woman living at 110 
South Eighth street applied for a warrant 
charging George H. Lueking, head book- 
keeper for the Kimpel Carriage & Wagon 
Co., 218 Spruce street, 
She’ told aie strange 
thought, improbable 
story tothe effect that Lueking was the 
father of her 23-year-old daughter, Lillie 
Reaper’s child, and had forcibly taken the 
babe from her arms while sh® was in 
her own room last Saturday evening. 
Her story was proven true, Lueking admit- 
ting the paternity ofthe infant, now almost 
2 yeass old. The mother, a beautiful mulatto 
girl, died only four weeks ago, with- 
out revealing the name of her seducer. 
Lueking then claimed the child and was as- 
sisted by his wife in the abduction of the 
babe, 
LUEKING’S STORY. 

To Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Estep 
Lueking admitted everything Mrs. Reaper 
had said. He acknowledged that 
he had forcibly taken the child from the 
colored woman’s arms, but insisted that he, 
as the father, had a right to its 
custody. He did not want to see 
it raised among the negroes and 
says he offered Mrs. Reaper a 
good home for the rest of herdays if she 
would consent to live at his house and take 
care of his child. He admits that he 
stipulated that the colored woman should 
forever conceal her true identity from 
the child, preferring to raise the infant as 
his own, his wife having agreed to aceept it 
as born in lawful wedlock. It could thus be 
legitimitized and, on account of its fair skin 
and purely Caucasian appearance, would 
never have an occasion to know its parent’s 
shame.

Mr. Lueking 
insist that the infant will be 
well raised and if such will be permitted by 
the mother’s relatives, will be brought up in 
ignorance of its conception in shame,

HONORS EVEN. 


3 Albers Won His First But Lost His Second 
Suit Against the Merchants’ Exchange. 


The suspension of O. H. Albers by the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange in 1888 was followed by the 
filing of three suits tn the Circuit Court 
against the directors of the Exchange. Mr. 
Albers had been fined for smokingon the floor 
of the Exchange and had then been suspended 
and denied the privilege of the floor on ac- 
count of his refusal to pay the fine. The first 
suit was for an injunction to compel the 
board to allow him the privileges of the floor, 
and this was won by Mr. Albers. Thé second 
suit questioned the authority of the board to 
spend $1,805 of the Exchange’s money in en- 
tertaining the members of the Pan-American 
Congress, in paying a debt of $781 incurred by 
the Real Estate Committee of the Exchange 
in its effort to secure a building site for 
the Exchange and in contributing. $250 in

Location of Five of the Buildings Decided

CHICAGO, Ill., Jan. 19.—It is now a certainty 
that five ofthe World’s Fair buildings are to 
be placed on the lake front, directly opposite 
and stretching north and south from the 
Auditorium.

WHY AMERICANS AVOID ENGLISH BIL- 
LIARD CHAMPION ROBERTS. 


fons British Game Totally Unlike That 
Played Here+Macon on the Dempsey 
and Fitzsimmons Fight—Racing and 
Sporting News of All Kinds. 


Considerable interest has been aroused in 
this country of late in English billiards by the 
big matches that have been played on the 
Other side, and by the manner in which the 
British experts have been knocking out rec- 
ords. Many. not familiar with the 
game as played tn England have won- 
dered why Schaefer or Slosson have 
not accepted the sweeping challenge is- 
sued by John Roberts, Jr., the English 
champion, to play any man in the world for 
$5,000 and concede the enormous lead of 12,000 
points in a gamé of 24,000, or just one-half the 
total points to be played. Roberts’ and 


record-breaking matches in London, where 
over one thousand points were made in single 
breaks, Peall breaking the record with a run 
of 3,804, seem to have mystified many Amer- 
ican billlard amateurs, who appear to be un- 
aware of therules under which the great runs 
were piled up. Peall’s run was made with 
what is called the spot shot allowed. 

The English game, however, is totally dif- 
ferent from the American and French game. 
It is a sort of combination of billiard and 
pool. To begin with, it is played onaé by 12 
table, with avery speedy cushion, and the 
table has six pockets, like an American pool 
table. The English billiard balls are small, 
says the New York Sun, being 2%-inch, close 
measure, aS against 2% for the American 
ball. The English cue hasatip only half the 
diameter of the ordinary American leather. 
The game is begun by spotting the red 
ball onthe spot farthest from the balk 
or starting point. The player pockets the 
red ballin either of the lower end pockets, 
and strives to bringthe cue ballona line 
with either of the pockets again, so that 
when thé red ball is spotted, as it alwaysis 
after being pocketed on this shot, he may be 
able to pocket it with ease. The skilled play- 
er can make a cushion'shot after gaining this 
position that will enable him to keep pocket- 
ing the ball, first from one side of the table, 
then the other, an indefinite number of times. 
Hecan also retain this position by holding 
the cue ballinits place after each shot by a 
draw stroke, or he may retaina favorable po- 
sition by a half-follow stroke. It is a shot 
that in exquisite accuracy of calculation of 
force resembles the nursing strokein the lé- 
inch balk line that is the beautiful feature of 
American Dilliards as played by Jacob 
Schaefer and George Slosson. The _ shot 
described above, onthe authority of George 
Slosson, is called the winning hazard. 

The marked peculiarity of the English 
game, however, is the method of counting. 
Shots, for example, count anywhere from 
two to ten, according to the method by 
which they are executed. The two-stroke 
is made by pocketing an opponent’s 
ball or by pocketing the _ striker’s 
ball off the opponent’s, or by making 
a carrom on both the other balls. A three- 
stroke is made by pocketing the red 
ball, or by pocketing the striker’s ball 
off the red. A four-stroke is made by pocket- 
ing the white and spot-white balls, or by 
making acaraom and pocketing an oppon- 
ent’s ball, or by making a carrom and pocket- 
ing the striker’s ball, the opponent’s_ ball 
having been first hit. A five-stroke is made 
by scoring a carrom and pocketing the red 
ball, or by carrom and pocketing the striker’s 
ball after having first struck the red ball. A 
six-stroke is made by striking the red ball 
first and pocketing the striker’s and the red 
ball, or by a carrom off an opponent’s 
ball onto the red, pocketing the two 
white balis. A seven-stroke is made by first 
striking an opponent’s ball, pocketing it, 
making a carrom, and pocketing the red 
also, or by making the carrom and pocketing 
the red or an opponent’s ball, or by playing 
at an opponent’s ball first and pocketing all 
the balls without making a carrom. An eight- 
stroke is made by striking the red ball first, 
pocketing it, Making a carrom, and pocket- 
ing the striker’s ball, or by hitting the red 
first and pocketing all the balls without mak- 
ing a carrom. A nine-stroke is made by 
striking an opponent’s ballfirst, makinga 
carrom and pocketing all the balls, and a ten- 
stroke is made by striking the red ball first, 
making a carrom and pocketing all the balls. 

A glance at these rules is sufficient to indi- 
cate that the counter has to Keep his wits 
keyed up tothe highest pitch of brightness 
while keeping track of the game. Shots of 
varying value are grouped picturesquely in 
all the great runs of the English star players. 
Some of the most brilliant shots of our own 
game are eliminated by the English rules.The 
masse, for example, is never played.The bank 
shot, the variegated draw shot and many 
other bizarre carroms are never attempted, 
because they are useless.

little man cannot whip a good big one.’’ 

Now let me say right here that, though 
there was less than five pounds difference in 
the weight of the Australian and Dempsey, 
in reality Jack was at least two sizes smaller 
than his opponent. This difference was so 
apparent when they faced each other for the 
first round that a gentleman who sat inthe 
box immediately behind my seat exclaimed: 
‘*‘Why, this man Fitzsimmons is big enough 
to fight Sullivan!’’ and so hewas. Dempsey 
looked like a pigmy in front of him. 

The Australian is the biggest man for his 
weight lever saw, with one exception, and 
that was the late Tom Ryan, the sporting 
printer. Tom was five feet ten inches tall, if 
I remember rightly, and could fight well and 
strong at 108 pounds, Ihave seen him spar 
with Joe Coburn, Tom Allenand Jem Mace, 
and make a rattling good showing with them, 
too. In fact, they could do nothing with him 
as long as they layed lightly. They had to 
put steam to their blows to keep him from 
being all over them. 

Well, Fitzsimmons is better than Jake Kil- 
rain, Jack Ashton, Joe Lannon or George 
Godfrey, and his frame is as large as either’s. 
Up tothe time that he defeated Billy Mc- 
Carthy in California he was as poor as a 
church mouse. He didn’t have the money 
to pay for even a steerage passage from Mel- 
bourne to this country, and he came here as a 
stowaway, and worked his passage after his 
discovery on the ship by washing down the 
decKs and such like employment.’ A pint of 
porter or a dram of grog was the extent of his 
liquid refreshment a year ago.

THE EDISON ELECTRIC CO. 


Annual Meeting and Election of Trustees 
—The Profits. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—The stockholders of 
the Edison General Electric Co. held their 
annual meeting yesterday and elected as 
trustees C. H. Coster, James B. Williams, 
Thomas A.' Edison, J. H. Herrick, Samuel 
Insull, Edward H. Johnson A. Marcus, Carl 
Schurz, Francis 8. Smithers, Henry Villard 
and J. Hoodwright. A resolution was passed 
declaring that the trust of $500,000 held by 
the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Co. should be 
dissolved and the trust certificates be turned 
into regular stock certificates. A dividend of 
8 percent was declared. A special meeting 
of the stockholders was called later in the 
day and it was decided to increase the 
capital stock from $12,000,000 to $15,000,000. 
An annual report was submitted which 
showed that the profits from Oct. 31, 1889, to 
October, 1890, not includingthoseof the Edi- 
son Electric-Co., were $2,098,116 with amounts 
carried forward as surplus $679,401, and inter- 
est accounts $4,740, making a totai of,$2,782,- 
250. The expenses including, dividends paid, 
$665.34, and amount charged off against cost 
of acquisition of capital stocks of various sub- 
companies whose business’ has been consoli- 
dated into this company, together with 
$206,679 for general expenses, leavesa sur- 
plus to be carried forward of $1,195,553. On 
Nov. 1,1890, the company had in operation in 
Canada and the United States large and small 
Edison stations which represented an aggre- 
gate capacity of 1,371,000 lamps. During the 
year the company expended $949,274 for build- 
ings, machinery and other additions to the 
permanent plant. 

‘‘The balance sheet of the general company 
shows,’’ the»report says, ‘‘that the quick as- 
sets, consisting of cash bills receivable and 
accounts recetvable, amount to $3,019,063, 
while the entire liabilities of the corporation, 
other than those of its stockholders, amounts 
to only $2,647,828.
